How does one go about writing an editorial ? 
One could discuss the weather, Montreal's cops-and- 
robbers episodes, or perhaps the art of raising three- 
leafed sucker roots on apodzol soil. As a matter of 
fact, editors could write about almost anything, pro- 
vided that he is a reputed authority on the subject. 
This provision, however, severely hampers the colle- 
giate editor. 

Knowledge as a cummulative factor in the 
faculty of the student at university level is at an 
ebb, relative to the proletariate of our society. Just 
ask any proletariate. The writer must, therefore, 
rely on the naiveness of the masses, and needs only 
to display prominently the single word, **EDITO- 
RIAL", hoping that the authoritative quality of that 
word will lend weight to his dissertation. 

Some people will remark that an important re- 
quirement of the editorial essay is that it must stand 
for something, usually Liberal, Conservative, Socia- 
list, etc., but again, this is a college newspaper, and 
we must be serious about what we say in print. Oh 
yes, it is true that in writing and opinion for the 
college paper, the writer who values his reputation 
as an authoritative commentator, should never take 
sides in the volatile issue of the moment. If he does, 
the people who do read the 'Vag" (thank Heaven 
for that) will surely pounce upon him with hail, 
fire, and thunder. The week after the week before 
can produce quite a devastating '^Letters to the 
Editor" column. 

But to get back to the subject at hand. Just 
what makes a *^good" editorial ? (Now that I have 
gone this far, I am curious about myself). Is it 
wisdom, ambitious zeal, shrewd double-talk, or is 
it only the use of good English ? Perhaps Creativity 
would be a more suitable term — Creativity plus 
Perseverence. The first would be of little use with- 
out the second. It takes imagination to be original 
in one's outlook, but it takes perserverence to write 
with a continual new outlook every week. 

The organizations and coming events public- 
ized in this issue are also a cummulation of original 
ideas and hard '^stick-to-it" work. The end results 
of each activity is, in fact, an editorial, the expres- 
•ion of the organization. The executive may, in a 
similar manner, are comparable to the editorial 
itaff in function. The display, like the newspaper 
editorial, may be brilliantly outstanding or dis- 
mally mediocre. 

We hope that you will personally come and 
judge the ''editor's masterpieces" yourself. Have 
fun !

Now, you can slough off the 
wfiole question by attributing 
different evaluations of iwrdS 
to the differing intellectual and 
emotional predispositions of 
veople. But this }ieems to be 
begging ' o//. 

A cenaui imprecision of 
thought seems to be implicit in 
this whole area of the imprecise 
use of icords.
